LIQUOR LICENSE TAX 
ON ALL THE CLUBS? 


HE decision of the California gu- 
preme Court in the Califorr’ Club 
liquor case is to be made the ba- 
sis of a recommendation by Police 
License Inspector Craig for a revival 
of the ordinance imposing a license 


municipality. 

He holds that the imposition of a 
tax of $50 a month will produce 
nearly $35,000 additional revenue and 
that the Supreme Court in its decision 
has cleared the deck for such action. 

The court held that the city could 
not collect the regular liquor license 
charged saloons or restaurants, but it 
also held, according to Craig, that the 
city may regulate and license clubs 
by ordinance. 

Such a movement was started a year 
ago when an ordinance was presented 
to the Council covering club licenses.
